SUBJECT: “THE NEW WORLD 
REDISCOVERED” 


Mrs. Reynolds’ charm and ability as a gifted 
speaker are well-known facts to the Academy mem- 
bership and it is a joy to once again present her at 
the March meeting. 

“The New World Rediscovered”, a color film 
co-produced with Mindy Willis, retraces the journeys 
of some of the great explorers of the world, reliving 
the landings of Columbus, Ponce de Leon, Cabrillo, 
Cortez, Sir Francis Drake and Vitus Bering. Wildlife 
was photographed on the Caribbean islands in Vene- 
zuela, the Netherlands Antilles, in Florida and 
Alaska, and on the Texas Coast, and in island coves 
near the Sea of Cortez. 

In some places the co-producers have found a 
wilderness remarkably unchanged from the way it 
must have looked to [5th and 16th century explor- 
ers. Other areas have come close to the edge of dis- 
appearance. Wood ibis battle for survival in the last 
remaining grove of virgin cyprus. Sea otters, once 
nearly vanished, now seem miraculously restored. In 
remote lagoons whales continue to leap and dive. 

Mrs. Reynolds is a resident of Piedmont, Cali- 
fornia, and is married to Academy Fellow Dr. Eric 
Reynolds, an Oakland physician. 

As indicated above, there will be only one meet- 
ing at 8:00 p.m. on a “first come first served” basis.

In case of a capacity crowd, 
late-comers will be invited to see the sky show in 
Morrison Planetarium at no charge.

NEWS and NOTES ........ 


Even AFTER ALL THESE WEEKS, the 
mention of the name “Cissy” around the Academy 
can bring a lump to the throat of practically every- 
one on the staff. Formally named “Cecelia” for ob- 
v:ous reasons, the little harbor seal was orphaned 
early in life but fortunately for all concerned, found 
an affectionate home in the dolphin tank of Stein- 
hart Aquarium. She, with the then Mayor of San 
Francisco, George Christopher, shared star billing 
at the re-opening of Steinhart on that fine day of 
June 28, 1963 — and was the happiest and certainly 
most loved of mascots during the interim years. 
Now, for no reason whatsoever, she is dead. Some 
insensitive idiots lobbed various foreign objects over 
the roof of the aquarium and into the dolphin tank. 
Since Cissy had infinite trust in those who cared for 
her she ingested what looked like food — and there 
is no sense to go into further detail. 

However, since it is quite useless to look forever 
backwards, we now pass on the intelligence that 
there is a new harbor seal sharing ““Him’s Harem”, 
i.e., the quartet of white-sided dolphins in the 
60,000 gallon tank. His name is “Tuffy” and he is 
quick and alert and sometimes a little apprehensive 
at what goes on around him, but he’s adjusting every 


day. He, too, has great soulful eyes and revels in 
swimming on his back, and in general, seems quite 
content with his lot in life. He was a purchase from 
the Shipwreck Aquarium in Eureka and is estimated 
to be between one and two years old. 

As a footnote to the foregoing, here is an impres- 
sive figure for you. Since the re-opening of the re- 
habilitated Steinhart on the stated date (through 
December 31, 1967), 13,552,926 fish-lookers have 
thronged through Steinhart’s great glass doors and 
sometimes the crowds are so dense you can’t see a 
porpoise for a people. And marvelously, it is all for 
free and few aquaria can make that statement. As 
far as the Bay Area is concerned, Steinhart Aquarium 
and the balance of the Academy is undoubtedly the 
#1 cultural tourist attraction — a fact of which we 
can all be proud. 


As IS READILY SEEN from the photograph 
above, Cowell Hall — rather than just a hole in the 
ground —is rapidly beginning to take on shape. 
When the picture was made, the entire basement 
slab had been poured awaiting its eventual covering 
of terrazzo. Ventilator ducts had been installed be- 
low the floor, and the inner columns as well as the 
perimeter walls were being constructed. 

The interesting pattern of metal which could well 
be a waffle iron for Lemuel Gulliver (as seen from 
the viewpoint of the Lilliputians) or for the Jolly 
Green Giant is actually a series of dome pans or 
waffle slabs, which, when covered with concrete, will 
form the design for the ceiling as seen from the 
basement but more important, structurally, in the 
creation of the first floor. Dome pans will eventually 
cover the whole exposed area of the joists pictured 
above.
